George Cross’ junior gi- 
ant John Markovski (pic- 
tured) has been 
performing near super-hu- 
man feats in 1986. 

With just one NSL youth 
game under his belt he 
was tossed straight into 
the senior squad by coach 
John Gardiner and has 
emerged as one of the 
best players at a club with 
a great chance of playing 
in this year’s Southern Di- 
vision finals series. 

Markovski has had a 
huge year. He’s starred for 
the Victorian youth team, 
made his National League 
debut, then made his Aus- 
tralian youth team debut 
against Czechoslovakia. 

Right now, Markovski is 
wowing them in Sydney at 
the national under 16 titles. 
That’s right, the under 16 
titles. 

It hardly seems fair. Pity 
the other states. 

He won't come straight 
out and say it, but playing 
at under 16 level is a 
breeze for this technically 
gifted and athletic 
youngster. 

“Yeah, sometimes it 
comes easy but there are 
times when it’s hard. My 
biggest problem probably 
is maintaining my concen- 
tration. I’ve got used to be- 
ing tightly marked now. If 
I’m playing in central mid- 
field, I just switch out wide 
and take my marker with 
me. Hopefully that leaves 
room for my team mates to 
work in.” 

An established NSWL 
fullback was told earlier 
this season to hit Mar- 
kovski hard and hit him 





early. He did. Markovski 
didn’t flinch. 

“If they hit me hard I 
just hit them back. It 
doesn’t bother me.” 

It’s difficult to believe 
that last season he was 
playing in the under lés at 
George Cross. It’s also hard 
to believe that coach Vic 
Dalgleish didn’t select 
Markovski in the Austra- 
lian under 16 team that 
played in the World Cham- 
pionships in China last 
year. 

Imagine unleashing Mar- 
kovski on an unsuspecting 
world. It’s a thought well 
worth savoring. 


Right now, he’s the most 
sought-after property in 
Australian soccer. It’s no 
secret that he hasn’t signed 
a contract with George 
Cross and he knows that if 
he wants to, he can com- 
manda huge signing-on fee 
for next season. 

But will he 
Georgie? 

“Money’s not important 
to me at this stage of my 
life but being well 
coached is. John Gardiner 
and Jimmy Rooney are 
great coaches. They’re 
really good at showing 
you what to do. It’s as sim- 
ple as that. 


“If George Cross stays in 
the National League I 
might stay with the club. 


And I’m really confident 
that we can be in the 14- 
team NSL next year.”

it took so long. With the success 
of the Sydney Swans and all the 
hoopla that has surrounded 
their transfer to the Harbour 


City, 


it was ienvitable that 


some enterprising entrepren- 
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akes his move 


emulate Dr Geoffery Edelsten 
and buy his own soccer club. 

Michaels is a long-time fer- 
vent supporter of Sydney 
Olympic, and sees himself as 
the “angel” who will guide it 
out of its financial problems 
and set it on the road to riches. 

“Sydney Olympic should be 
the No 1 Greek club in Austra- 
lia,” says Michaels, “but to do 
that it must have the right 
people behind it.” 

“However, the present Olym- 
pic sr eeerent doesn’t see it 
in those terms. 

“Rather than one person 
buying the club outright, it 
would be more feasible for 
the club to fleat a public com- 
pany,” says Olympic presi- 
dent, Tom Doumanis. “That 
way, members and supporters 
could buy shares, and} I, mays 


self, would buy shares at the 
drop of 2 hat, because I be- 
lieve that Sydney Olympic 
has more potential than any 
other club in Australia.” 

Talking about Michaels’ bid 
to buy Olympic “lock, stock 
and barrel”, Doumanis says: 
“Olympic only continues to 
exist because of the generosity 
and goodwill of Sydney's 
Greek community which has 
put in perhaps $6 million over 
the past 25 years as the club 
went through bankruptcy, rele- 
gation, riots and elation. That 
community would not be will- 
ing to hand over its club to a 
private owner. 

“Also, Olympic is a company 
limited by guarantee and, if it 
was dissolved or wound up, its 
proceeds would have to be 
handed over me a uke’ malin"

incorporation.” 

Doumanis added that he 
would welcome Michaels’ in- 
volvement as a shareholder, 
and that the sale of shares 
would generate funds which 
could be used for professional 
promotion of the club and the 
game generally. 

But Michaels poo-poohs the 
Doumanis scenario. 

“The club would find it dif- 
ficult to obtain public listing,” 
he says, “That’s because its fi- 
nancial situation and recent 
record of Jack of profitability 
wouldn't adequately justify a 
2.5 million share issue, 

“Furthermore, it is com- 
pletely unrealistic to continue 
to lead members to believe 
that there is a financially re- 
warding alternative when it 
transparently is not available. 

Michaels then went on to at- 
tack Doumanis’ comments 
about the support Olympic has 
received in the past from the 
Greek community. « 

“All I can say is if that's the 
case then what has been wrong 
with the club administration, 
because the club isn’t better 
off? 

“Somebody, somewhere 
must stop pushing their own 
barrow and start working for 
the good of the club. 

“In the past I've been the 
major sponsor of the club with- 
out any personal gain... After 
all, I don’t sell olives or pasta 
or anything of that sort. I’ve 
done it because I still feel that 
soccer can be the number one 
sport in this country, but it 
needs the right people behind 
it. 

“There are plenty of wealthy 
Greek businessmen out there, 
but these days you can't expect 
successful businessmen to give 
up their time for nothing. 

“Whatever happens, !'ll still 
be there next year, backing 
Sydney Olympic heart and soul 
in some capacity.”

Now a hard-hitting television program, “World in Action”, 
made by Britain’s Granada Television, has gone deeper — or 
certainly deep enough to illuminate some of the tangible 
reasons for the suspicions, 

The program is due to be seen in Australia though I cannot 
tell you where or when. SBS did bid for it but it was snapped up 
by another Australian network, not known to me. 

The investigative current affairs program was seen in 
Britain the day after the World Cup final. 

What the “World in Action” team had dug up will make 
intriguing viewing and, by the way, points to the real 
possibility that Havelange will retire as FIFA head by about 
1998.

The world Cup players were 
dumped after 14 of them made 
themselves unavailable for se- 
fection in support of the other 
eight who were banned after a 
bitter fued in Mexico over 
World Cup bonuses, 


The eight, including veteran 
goalkeeper and national cap- 
tain Manuel Bento and Benfica 
midfield dymano Carlos Ma- 
nuel, were banned in July for 
their part in a strike on the eve 
of the Mexico finals which un- 
dermined the Portuguese 
squad's preparations. 





Another interesting item raised by the “World in Action” 
report was the suggestion that Havelange had deep 
involvement in a Brazilian insurance company which had put 
in an 18 percent bid for the World Cup insurance, 


Havelange at first tried to parry the accusation and then 
admitted to it. 


But most interesting of all was the curiosity of those inflated 
admission prices for World Cup matches In Mexico. 


It is almost legend now how Mexico's poor cruelly were 
denied access to the games which would have given them scant 
joy and diversion from their misery. The cheapest tickets to a 
series of group matches (tickets to individual games were not 
possible) cost $109 when the average unskilled Mexican earns 
about $3.50 per day. 

As we saw on television, many of the stadiums were leit half 
empty, something which most curiously didn’t seem to greatly 
worry the organisers. Said Guillermo Canedo who, remember, 
works for the prime telecaster Televisa: “Well, if people want 
access to games, they always have TV.” 

And there was another intriguing knot in the web. 

The publicity and promotion of the World Cup was in the 
hands of TSL, a Swiss-based company controlled by the huge 
Adidas empire. 


And Adidas was one of the major sponsors of the World Cup. 


In the current issue of the London-based “World Soccer” 
magazine, correspondent Iain Macleod speculates that 
Havelange’s business dealings may well lead to his resignation 
of the FIFA presidency within four years. And it would make 
sense. 

Given Havelange’s utterings, it is not entirely unlikely that 
he will get commercially invelved in television and 
Azcarraga’s Latin American network. 


And if Brazil gets to host the 1994 World Cup, as is bein 
hotly tipped at the moment, how would it look if the television 
rights were given to the Azcarraga-Havelange network with 
Havelange still FIFA president? 


Hence the conclusion that by the time the television rights 
are allocated for the 1994 World Cup, about 1990, Havelange 
will quit because of an apparent conflict of interest. 


AT the core of the web of intrigue is Havelange and his 
associations with two powerful Mexcians: one Emilio 
Azearraga and Guillermo Canedo. 

Canedo, as many of us know, is a FIFA vice-president, was 
head of the Mexican arm of the World Cup Organising 
Committee (it was his young son who drew the lots when the 
draw was made for the finals) and had been president of the 
Mexican Federation when the Cup first was held in Mexico in 
1970. 

But he is also number two and public front man to 
Azcarraga, a powerful money-laden entrerpeneur who owns 
and heads the giant Televisa corporation which handled 
worldwide television coverage of the World Cup. 

But Azcarraga has other interests, including the vast STN 
Spanish language television networtk in the US, the Azteca 
Stadium and a string of hotels. 

His newest venture is setting up an expansive Spanish 
language television network in Central and South America, 
called Univision, and this is where accusations pointed at 
Havelange came in. 

The ageing FIFA chief, it was speculated, is a major 
shareholder in the Brazilian consortium negotiating to buy its 
way into Azcarraga’s new venture. 

Havelange, who runs a vast transport business in Brazil, has 
denied this although he did say there was no reason why a 
future business involvement in Azcarraga’s empire should be 
ruled out. 

Of course, on the face of it, there is no reason why Havelange 
should not conduct business with whoever he likes. But soccer, 
like politics, is public property and any apparent conflict of 
interest (when it is FIFA and Havelange who have to make 
decisions regarding choice of World Cup venues and choice of 
telecasters) will always raise suspicions.

that rarely hit any great 
heights. 

For Sydney Hakoah the vic- 
tory shot it into second posi- 
tion — for Canberra it 
confirmed beyond doubt Its 
exit from the National 
League.
